The Congressional Convention. 

From parties who were at Augusta yes- 
terday afternoon we gather the following 
information as to the proceedings of the 
convention, which met there yesterday 
to nominate a candidate for Congress. 

They assembled in the skating rink, 
and were called to order at noon by Hon. 
Emery Whitaker. W. L. Gibson, of 
Nicholas, and W. J. Hendrick, of Flem- 
b placed in nomination. The op- 
position to Judge Wall supported the 
latter, and the fight was interesting and 
When it came to the vote of Ma- 
son County an attempt was made to pre- 
the delegation from having any 
voice in the temporary organization. 
Tom Wood and his gang who went down 
with the avowed intention of "doing up" 
Judge Wall were present, claiming that 
they were the only rightful delegates. 
Judge Whitaker, howeyer, sat down on 
the scheme, and allowed the regular del- 
egates from Mason their vote, and the 
ballot for temporary chairman resulted as 
follows: W. L. Gibson, 41} j W. J. Hen- 
drick, 40J. Gibson was declared elected 
and took the chair. 

Hon. T. D. Marcum, of the Catletta- 
burg Democrat, was next chosen tempo- 
rary Secretary without opposition. 

The next fight was made on the ap- 
pointment of the committees. The Com- 
mittee on credentials, was the all-impor- 
tant " bone of contention." Hon. Leslie 
Worth ington moved that a committee of 
five each, on organization, resolutions 
and Credentials be appointed by the chair. 
A substitute was offered by the opposi- 
tion that said committees consist of one 
from each county, to be named by the 
delegations. A heated discussion fol- 
lowed, and after some time was consumed, 
we understand the substitute was agreed 
to. 

All went well until Mason County was 
reached when the same old fight again 
occurred. The claim was made that her 
delegation was contested, and hence she 
had no right to representation on the 
committee on credentials. Things were 
lively for some time, and the"unterritied" 
indulged in lots of talk. 

Chairman Gibson was ready to settle 
the matter as to the contest from this 
county then and there — that there was 
no contest in fact in this county, and the 
regular delegates could name their 
member of the committe on credentials. 
Judge Wall's friends, however, thought 
best to yield the question and submit the 
disputed point to the committee. The 
various committees were then selected, 
Mason County being left off the com- 
mittee on credentials. The convention 
adjourned till 0 o'clock this morning.
